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In  a  recent  issue  of  Thk  Rio  News 
we  promised  to  give  our  renders  an 
account  of  the  suggestions  made  by  the 
commission  of  American  business  men, 
which  visited  this  country  last  year,  in 
regard  to  the  best  means  of  developing 
commercial  relations  between  Brazil  and 
the  United  Slates. 

Before  doing  this,  however,  we  deem 
it  advisable  to  take  into  consideration 
two  preliminary  questions.  The  first  of 
these  questions  relates  to  the  desirabi- 
lity of  ait  attempt  to  develop  this  trade, 
and  the  second  to  the  probability  of  the 
success  of  such  an  undertaking. 

Mr.  Harper,  secretary  of  the  com- 
mission, is  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that 
it  is  worth  while  to  make  the  attempt. 
«  It  is  needless  to  say,"  he  asserts,  «  that 
the  trade  of  a  rich  and  prosperous 
country  like  Brazil  is  well  worth  culti- 
vating.)) 

Many  persons,  Brazilians  as  well  as 
foreigners,  will  doubtless  tell  him  that 
the  country  at  present  is  not  rich  nor 
prosperous,  and  even  optimists,  we 
think,  will  admit  that  Brazil  is  passing 
now  through  a  period  of  commercial  and 
financial  depression.  This  is  a  matter 
of  opinion  that  we  need  not  discuss, 
especially  as  our  views  on  the  subject 
are  already  well  known,  and  we  accord- 
ingly proceed  at  once  to  examine  what 
is  of  more  consequence,  that  is  the 
figures  on  which  Mr.  Harper  founds 
his  belief  that  the  trade  of  Brazil  is 
worth  cultivating. 

From  these  figures,  derived  from  offi- 
cial sources,  we  learn  that  between  1885 
and  1S95  the  value  of  the  imports  from 
Brazil  into  the  United  States  varied 
from  $41,907,532  to  $118,663,604  per 
annum,  that  of  the  imports  from  Brazil 
into  the  United  Kingdom  from  $16,- 
843.613  to  $26,177,259  and  that  of  the 
imports  from  Brazil  into  France  from 
510.814. 189  to  $30,766,097.  For  Ger- 
many the  period  embraced  in  Mr.  Har- 
per's figures  is  not  so  long,  extending 
only  from  18S9  to  1894.  During  this 
period  the  imports  into  that  country 
from  Brazil  varied  from  S21.722.9S4  .to 
545. 160.024  per  annum. 

The  value  of  the  Brazilian  products 
to  which  these  figures  refer  give 
this  country  a  considerable  purchasing 
power,  which  is  moreover  increased  by 
the  amount  of  the  foreign  loans  con- 
tracted by  the  government  and  by  the 
investment  of  foreign  capital  in  Brazil. 
We  think,  then,  that,  without  entering 
into  the  question  of  the!  wealth  and 
prosperity  of  the  country,  ft  will  readily 
be  acknowledged  that   ^r.    Harper   is 


right  in  saying  that  the  trade  of  Brazil 
is  well  worth  cultivating. 

Other  investigators  of  this  subject 
go  even  farther  than  Mr.  Harper  and 
assert  that  this  trade,  in  connection 
with  that  of  other  South  and  Central 
American  countries,  is  absolutely  indis- 
pensable to  the  United  States.  « In 
vain,*  says  Mr.  S,  (_).  Thacher,  who  in 
1885  was  United  States  Commissioner 
to  these  countries,  «  do  we  turn  our 
eyes  to  any  other  part  of  the  world  for 
a  people  who  at  once  need  and  are 
willing  to  take  from  our  farms,  looms, 
forges  and  wells  of  mineral  oils  that 
which  we  are  able  to  produce  and  spare. 
The  nations  of  Central  and  South 
America  offer  not  alone  the  most  allur- 
ing and  most  profitable  markets  whereby 
to  relieve  our  excessive  production,  but 
there  is  no  other  field...  Peace,  pros- 
perity and  the' manifold  blessings  of 
contented  producing  classes  wait  on  the 
footsteps  of  any  measure  that  shall 
insure  to  our  laborers,  to  our  fanners 
and  manufacturers  a  fair  chance  in  the 
markets  of  Central  and  South  America." 

It  is  possible  that  the  producing 
classes  of  the  United  States  may  not 
endorse  unreservedly  Mr.  Thacher's 
statement  ;  but  they  will,  nevertheless, 
probably  agree  in  lamenting  that,  while 
between  1 SS5  and  1 895  the  United 
States  imported  from  Brazil  products 
valued  at  S749.S35. 134,  the  value  of 
the  merchandise  they  sold  to  this  coun- 
try amounted  to  only  $119,645,230. 

In  a  future  article  we  shall  examine 
what  Mr.  Harper  and  Mr.  Search, 
president  of  the  association  represented 
by  the  commission  which  came  last 
year  to  this  country,  say  in  regard  to 
the  possibility  of  increasing  the  quantity 
of  American  merchandise  sold  in  Brazil.

]      In   conversation  with  his  intimate  friends 
I  President  Moraes  has  said  that  he  wished  to 
\  be  president  of  the  whole   country  and  not  of 
'  a  mere   parly,  and  I  believe   he   is  sincere   in 
that  wish,     lu  reality,  lie  was  not  elected  by 
the  so-called  partido  republkano  federal,   of 
which  Deputy  Glyceric  is  the  "boss,"  for  the 
party  did  not  then  exist  beyond  a  small  group 
of  politicians  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.     Prudente  de 
Mora.es  was  the  choice  of  a  very  large  number 
of    congressmen   in  the  preceding    election, 
when    General  Deodoro    was  elected,   and  in 
the  last  election  no  other  candidate  was  seri- 
ously   proposed,     notwithstanding    the    half- 
concealed  opposition  of   Certain  army  officers 

In  regard  to  the  resignation  of  General  A.r- 
gollo  as  Minister  of  War,  which  your  corres- 
pondent ascribes  to  the  President's  proposal 
to  reduce  the  army,  the  fact  is  that  the  whole 
Cabinet,  including  Argollo,  accepted  ami  en- 
dorsed that  pro]  osal  before  it  was  publicly 
announced.  Enter  on,  when  certain  military 
officers  proclaimed  against  it  and  called  upon 
the  Minister  of  War  i.t.  defend  their  interests. 
General  Argollo  '.'hanged  his  mind  and  in  a 
published  teii ■;;:  in  announced  that  he  was  in 
lull  accord  with  the  position  they  had  assu- 
med. His  colleagues  in  the  President's  Cabi- 
net then  taxed  him  with  inconsistency,  pointed 
out  that  he  had  provoked  a  conflict  with  them, 
and  compelled  him  to  resign. 

It  is  generally  admitted  that  the  army  is 
much  larger  than  is  necessary,  and  that  its 
maintenance  on  its  present  footing  imposes  an 
unnecessary  burden  upon  the  country.  Until 
military  expenditures  are  reduced  it  will  be 
very  difficult  to  improve  t  lie  financial  condition 
of  the  Treasury,  or  to  secure  an  effective  civi- 
lian administration.  Instead  of  being  a  protec- 
tion, the  army  is  a  source  of  disorder  and 
revolution. 

As  for  the  mutiny  at  the  military  school, 
there  are  many  good  reasons  for  believing  that 
it  was  encouraged,  if  not  promoted,  by  the 
political  elements  in  opposition  to  the  Presid- 
ent. It  is  openly  charged  that  this  mutiny 
was  to  be  the  first  step  toward  the  President's 
deposition.  The  licence  enjoyed  by  the  cadets 
and  their  well  known  jacobin  sympathies, 
render  it  more  th-'n  probable  that,  they  would 
be  chosen  for  such  a  service.  Andas'far  the 
statement  tl)  t  Ibe  President  sought  to  secure 
ilie  opprov.il  id  Congress,  and  had  a  motion  to 
that  effect  presented  by  a  deputy  who  took  a 
prominent  part  m  the  recent  naval  revolt,  I  am 
assured  that  President  Moraea  set  only  knew 
nothing  of  Deputy  Scabra's  intention,  but  took 
no  step  whatever  toward  bringing  any  such 
resolution  before  Congress.  It  has  never  been 
his  practice  to  mil  ue-nce  the  action  of  Congress, 
mid  he  made  no  effort  to  do  so  in  this  case. 
The  unexpected  defeat  of  Deputy  Glyceric  in 
the  vote  for  Speaker  must,  therefore,  be  con-

THE  WAR  IN  BAHIA 

During  the  past  week  fuller  details  of  the  ■ 
operations  in  Bahia  have  been  received. 

The  1st  column  of  government  troops,  under 
the  immediate  command  of  Gen.  Arthur  Oscar, 
left  Monte  Santo  on  the  20th  of  June  with  27a 
officers  and  3,48c  enlisted  men  and  reached 
the  vicinity  of  Canudos  on  .June  26th  with 
227  officers  aud  3,162  enlisted  men. 

The  Bahia  police  force  was  composed  of 
two  battalions,  the  4th  and  5th,  the  latter  of 
which,  numbering  20  officers  and  413  enlisted 
men,  guarded  the  supplies. 

The  2nd  column,  under  the  command  of 
Gen.  Savaget,  left  Aracajii,  with  2,546  officers 
and  men  and  reached  Geremoabo  with  2,340. 
The  rear-guard  of  this  force,  which  had  set 
out   on   Way    22,     arrived  at   Gcremoabo    on 

This  force  began  to  skirmish  with  the  fana- 
tics on  June  24. 

On  the  25th  it  fought  the  battle  of  Cocorob6 
losing  1  officer  killed  and  10  wounded,  and  60 
enlisted  men  killed  and  141  wounded,  On 
the  27th  it  lost  6  officers  killed  and  8  wounded 
and  34  enlisted  men  killed  and  too  wounded. 

Onthe  28th  it  effected  its  junction  with  the 
1st  column  when  the  latter,  surrounded  bv  fa- 
natics, had  nearly  exhausted  its  ammunition. 

On  the  night  of  the  28th  the  whole  force 
camped  on  the  hill  of  Faveda,  and  such,  ac- 
cording to  the  correspondent  of  the  font  (ll 'do 
Commotio,  was  the  confusion  that  pi-availed 
that  the  fanatics,  if  they  had  attacked  it  in 
force  that  night,  could  have  easily  annihilated 
it.  . "     , 

There  were  engagments  on  June  30  and  July 
1  and  skirmishes  on  other  days. 

On  June  30  the  troops  began  to  suffer  from 
want  of  food.  The  sufferings  of  the  wounded 
were  intense  from  want  of  attention,  food  and 
medicinal  supplies.  Water  was  so  scarce  that 
it  could  be  used  only  for  drinking. 

The  foraging  parties  sent  in  quest  of  sup- 
plies seldom  escaped  being  attacked  by  bands 
of  fanatics. 

Up  to  July  15  the  loss  in  killed  and  wounded 
was  as  follows  : 


to  commit  suicide.  When  the  steamer  readied 
Victoria,  an  artillery  soldier  threw  himself  into 
the  sea  and  was  drowned. 

At  Bahia  the  minister  has  had  an  enthusiastic 
welcome.  His  presence  there  is  evidently  re- 
garded as  a  security  against  disturbance  and 
Attempts  to  overthrow  the  State  government, 
t  is  possible  too  that  he  niav  have  instructions 
for  the  pacification  of  the  'State, 

Moreover  it  may  he  felt  that  his  influence 
and  authority  are  necessary  to  prevent  dissen- 
sions among  the  officers  of  the  army  In  Bahia. 
The  correspondent  of  the  fornal  do  'Commercb 
in  Ids  letters  to  that  paper  praises  Savaget 
and  censures  Arthur  Oscar,  The  jacobin  press 
defends  the  latter  and  blames  the  government. 
The  minister's  presence  may  perhaps  have  the 
effect  of  allaying  the  animosity  of  the  par- 
tisans of  the  two  generals. 

The  Diaiio  Official  states  that  Gen,  Arthur 
Oscar  lias  informed  the  government  that  many 
of  the  surgeons  fail  to  do  their  duty,  Some 
of  them  leave  his  camp  under  the  pretext  of 
illness,  and  others  do  not  even  go  there,  but 
remain  at  Monte  Santo.

On  July  IS  Arthur  Oscar  attempted  to  storm 
Canudos  ti nd  succeeded,  it  is  stated,  in  getting 
possession  of  about  two  fifths  of  the  town, 
which  he  is  supposed  to  continue  to  hold. 

In  a  letter  to  his  wife  he  says  that  he  went 
into  battle  with  3,600  men  and  was  opposed 
by  4,000  fanatics.  His  loss  in  killed  aud  woun- 
ded seems  to  have  exceeded  Sen,  for  in  that 
letter  he  states  that  the  total  number  of  killed 
and  wounded  from  the  beginning  of  the  cam- 
paign to  July  26  was  154  officers  and  1,680 
men,  making  a  total  of  1,834. 

It  is  asserted  that  the  number  of  missing  is 
large  and  that  Arthur  Oscar's  original  force 
has  been  reduced  to  about  2,500  available  men, 
In  his  letter  to  his  wife  he  says  that  he  will 
not  again  attack  the  fanatics,  but  will  await 
the  arrival  of  reinforcements,  hoping  to  be 
able  by  investing  the  place  and  cutting  off  sup- 
plies to  force  Conselheiro'S  followers  to  capi- 
tulate. It  is  conjectured  that  the  present  gar- 
rison of  Canudos  is  small,  the  majority  of  the 
fanatics  having,  it  is  supposed,  retired  for  the 
purpose  of  preparing  another  stronghold, 

Wounded  officers  and  men  continue  to  are 
rive  every  day  at  Bahia.  Among  them  are,  as  we 
stated  in  our  previous  issue,  Gen.  Savaget  and 
Col.  Serra  Martins,  aud  also  Col.  Carlos  Telles, 
Majors  Cunha  Mattos  and  Nery  and  Capt. 
Cliadia  Pereira.  The  government  has  granted 
a  general  leave  of  absence  to  the  wounded  of- 
ficers, who  will  be  permitted^  to  return  to  their 
homes  and  remain  there  until  they  shall  have 
recovered. 

The  natural  result  of  the  return  of  the  woun- 
ded to  their  homes  and  of  their  stories  of 
bloodshed,  carnage  and  suffering  will  be  to 
strengthen  the  desire  for  the  termination  of 
this  disastrous  aud  apparently  causeless  war. 
Even  the  jacobin  Republica  says  that  enough 
blood  has  been  shed  and  yesterday  in  one  of 
the  churches  of  this  city  there  were  prayers 
for  peace. 

Although  we  have  not  heard  that  any  troops 
have  actually  refused  to  go  to  Bahia  and 
although  Col.  Sotcrode  Menezes,  of  the  Para 
police,  telegraphs  that  his  men  are  delirious 
with  enthusiasm,  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  soldiers  go  with  reluctance.  On  last 
Tuesday,  when  the  minister  of  war  left  for 
Bahia  on  the  steamer  Espirilo  Santo,  a  ca- 
valry soldier  threw  himself  over  board  and, 
after  being  rescued  from  drowning,  attempted

three  or  four  years'  time.  No  cocoa  is  ex- 
ported from  Nicaragua,  the  production  being 
hardly  enough  forborne  consumption  ;  occa- 
sionally when  the  crop  is  very  bad,  quantities 
are  even  imported  from  Ecuador  and  Vene- 
zuela, but  the  native-ground  cocoa  is  consi- 
dered much  superior,  and  will  always  fetch  a 
higher  price,  Sugar  planting  is  increasing 
every  year,  and  seems  to  be  one  of  the  most 
prosperous  enterprises  in  the  country;  and 
should  the  price  of  colfee  fall  very  much  in 
Europe,  people  will  be  further  induced  to  plant 
sugar-cane  in  preference  to  coffee.  "  British 
trade  with  Nicaragua  has  held  its  own,  al- 
though certain  articles  have  been  superseded 
by  German  goods.  »lt  is  much  In  be  regretted 
that  the  British  merchant  should  be  so  liberal 
with  the  credit  allowed  to  people  from  these 
Countries,  as  not  only  might  severe  losses  be 
avoided,  but  business  with  good  houses  would 
improve.  It  is  nothing  imusuaHor  a  native, 
who  has  practically  no  credit  in  his  own  coun- 
trv,  to  leave  for  Kurope,  and  return  shortly 
afterwards  with  a  large  assortment  of  goods, 
which  be  has  been  aide  to  obtain  on  credit 
from  different  houses.
